Experiments Performed On 
Original Apparatus By 
Sir W. Bragg 

Yesterday afternoon at five o'clock 
in the main lecture theatre of the Phy- 
sics Buiiding Dr. A, S. Eve delivered 
a lecturo before the Physical Society. 
The subject of tliia being "The Trend 
of.^Physlcal Ideas at tho Threo Cen- 
tenaries." 

Dr. Eve gave a description of the 
Farady Exhibit In Albert Hall, 
London. There, ho said. Sir 'William 
Bragg performed some of Michael 
Farady's famous experiments on the 
apparatus used by Faraday himself. 
Gives Opinions 
Dr. Evo went on to give the opin- 
ions of some of the famous physicists 
present at that meeting. Ho told of 
Mllllkan's discussion as to whether 
the universe Is running down or Is 
suffering from heat death, and his 
argument as to tho truth of the 
Second Iaw of Thermodynamics. He 
also gave a general outline of Sir 
Oliver Dodge's attack upon the Second 
Law and his theory on the density of 
the other. Dr. Eve told of Dr. Barnes, 
Bishop of Birmingham, and his state- 
ment that thero. aro. probably many 
other planets in the universe similar to 
ours, and from which, w© may possibly 
receive communication. Appleton on 
the other hand, claimed that tho whole 
gamut of rays has been explored and 
that only those messages that ere our- 
selves send but ever return.

SHADES OF THE VARSITY 

Sooner or later, every college paper tries It. 
Some evening the editor suddenly finds that he has 
run out of subjects for editorials. The deadline Is 
dariEerously near: what will he write about? He is 
tired of giving timely advice to freshmen, of writ- 
ing remote dissertations on sophistication, thé rela- 
tion of college lb' everyday life, and so on. Out of 
such a situation, the p^eudo-sensatlooai collegiate 
editorial Is born. The Columbia Spectator seems to 
have given birth to Just such a one last Ave«k, 

With the caption "Murder in the classroom," 
The Spec took occasion to criticize the quality of 
English .used by Columbia Instructors in their lec- 
tures. It appeared that a black list had been 
drawn up, Ihcitidliig 26 names, Even President 
Nicholas Murray Butler was not exempt. "Perhaps 
the Instructors have a plan for brushing up their 
grammar," reads the editorial. "W« hope.lt isn't 
a flve-year plan." Competent stenographers were 
placed in certain classrooms but their findings were 
disappointing. The Spec, almost apologetic, attri- 
buted this new faultleasness In speech to the warn- 
ing contained In their editorial. ^ 

Bophlsticated downtown newspapers printed 
short, mildly humorous nmvs articles on tho inci- 
dent. The Herald-Tribune even printed It, In 
human Interest story form, at tho foot of page one. 
The Spec, serious, and with a feeUng of içiportânce, 
chastised the downtown press for Its "barrenhess" 
In giving space to such "musing on alleged poor 
English used." Later, as publicity continued. The 
Spec again mads reference to the "ridiculous pub- 
licity In the professional press." The college authorl- 
ties merely.smlled; "A tempest In a teapot," one of 
them said. 

PSHAW, DR. 8HAW. ... 

The excitement over Dr. Charles (3ray Shaw, 
philosophy professor at Ne\v~ York University,. »yho 
was said to be courting self-publicity by his de- 
nunclatlon of whIsUers as morons, seems to be about 
over. But while It lasted, It furnished grist for a 
great variety of mills. Dozens of collegiate edi- 
torials commented on It (even , the McGill Dally). 
The New York papers quoted Interviews with out- 
standing whistlers all over the country. The As- 
sociated Press cabled from Rome that Mussolini 
whistled; It wired from Chicago that Senator Borah 
(Republican from Idaho) whistled, and that he re- 
sented Professor Shaw's insinuations. 

The New York University News, undergraduate 
newspaper, flayed their professor's efforts to figure 
in tho' headlines. Ingeniously, they found similari- 
ties between him and his namesake, George Ber- 
nard Shaw. Both have beai-ds, tliey reasoned, and

Tho Herald-Triliune reported the temporary ap- 
pearance of a neiy; i|;ame'oij?Br9a^v^y:.vi 
by two people, and tiie rules are similar to those of 
the ancient game of "beaver". The two competitors 
walk along the street and the first to liear anyone 
whistling sa'ya 'Moron!' If it Is Just an ordinary 
person, he scores one" point, if it is Thomas A. 
Edlaon, Albert Einstein, Benito Mussolini, President 
Hoover, or Julius Caesar, he scores tèii. If it Is Dr. 
Shaw, he scores 100 and ganie." 

.The' professor himself, reported to be tired of 
newspaper publicity, and also of N.Y.U. students 
who took special care to pass his door Incessantly 
while whistling loudly, modified, his original asser 
tion by distinguishing between "those who whistle 
from the throat" and ore musicians, and "the aim- 
less wiilstllng of the lip whistlers." 

A New York pastor, casually, aijd with no dl 
rect reference to Dr. Shaw, held an all-whlstlin.ç 
service one Sunday, with a professionni radio whist 
1er In the role of conductor. The congregation also 
whistled a few old-fashioned hymns together. 

Investigation reveals that Dr. Shàw has'col- 
ected twenty large scrapbooks filled with- clippings 
ibout himself in the last ten years.

the Arj'ans westward and south 
westward, and the eastward shifting 
of the Mongols, both movements at- 
tended by many, eddies and backcur- 
rents. Admixture took place.. "The 
fair Aryans became brown and ac 
quired some of the other racial 
characteristics of tho people Into 
whose lands they had come, and the 
Mongol' in Europe beéomes white." 

The address stressed tho Inter 
mingling of races. "Vou will have 
noted that moro than once I have 
spoken of the mingling of peoples 
as these great races of mankind 
moved over the earth. It was Inev- 
itable that this should take place 
In Mesopotamia whore tho paths ot 
the Semite, the Mongol and the Ary- 
an crossed. In the Balltana where 
Turanian met Greek and Roman. In 
Russia wher^- Tartars came and set- 
tled. In Spain wlicio Kelt .ind Goth 
and Moor lived aide by side, you 
find peoples of such mixed origin 
that you can . scarcely ever- say this 
man Is an Aryan or a Semite or a 
Mongol/' 

- Col. Bove'y then told of how man 
had lived in that period. 11a spoke 
at some length about the Eskimos, 
who, he saldi are In about the; same 
stoge/ot development that the- Chin 
ese were In thé Stone Age. ,- 

'.Beglnninga of Writing. 

"When, writing' does - begin, we 
come to the end of the first epoch 
in the Btory of any race. From now 
on we can, speak of things ot which 
we are -certain. We may not have 
enough writings to tell us everything 
but we can be sure of a great deal 
We no longer need to guess at the 
acts and thoughts of races — we 
know them." 

In conclusion the speaker declared, 
that wo do not know, "at vwhatr 'date, 
the omieBt^mm^,ntàrt^. ' "with 
the lnventloîJ??o?*(vritlnç we come 
from pre-hlstory to history, and 
that Is left to further lectures."
